“As the Boches Came Along, | 
Killed Some Myself,” Says 
Private Langford 


London, May 10.—‘I am a sniper by 
trade and it was a day of joy for me,” 
said. Private Langford in relating his 


experiences in the great German of- 
fensive on the Somme. Langford, who 
was a member of a battalion stationed 
at Mailly, is now In a hospital here re- 
covering from a wound. 

“We arriverl on the Somme on the 
morning of March 26," he continued. 
“As we went up toward our position 
Fritz wag shelling us pretty hard, put- 
ting over some very dig stuff. As 
soon as we got into the trenches, we 
spotted the Germans 600 or 700 yards 
away on a ridge Durimg the night 
our flying men didn't allow those Huns 
any sleep, but kept peppering them 
with heavy bombs. 

“About 10 o'clock 
they started one of the most terrific, 
deadiiest barrages I have ever seen. 
It wag fierce, and I have had 17 months 
of strafing. No gas shells, but all very 
heavy explosives. He kept this bombard- 
ment up till about a quarter of 12, I 
should gay, then he left his trenches and 
came toward us in mass. 


“Killed Some Myself” 


“As the Boches came along I killed 
some myself. All our chaps were very 
busy laying ’em out. 

“Unluckily, when their creeping bar- 
rage got right on top of us we had to 
keep down, and we coukin't see what 
their game was. Fritz managed to slip 
through a gap on the left of our com- 
pany. 

Two machine gun crews in advance of 
the main body got through the gap and 
right in our rear. They ripped through 
very quick and smart, and planted their 
guns in a shell hole in no time and in- 
tended, no doubt, to whkpe us off the map 
But our boys spotted their game 

Enemy Was Wiped Out 

“There were only about 23 of us and 
the Huns with their machine guns were 
about 30 yards distant at our backs. Yes, 
he thought he'd got us beat, but we had 
something up our sleeve yet. As quick 
as Hghtning our chaps threw a nice little 
dose of Mills bombs at *em—and that was 
the end of them. The whole lot were done 
in! 

“We then looked to see what was hap- 
pening in front of our trenches. I saw 
they were coming full tilt at us. They 
outnumbered us, | should say, by 10 to 
one. But we got busy with our machine 
guns and rifles and did great execution, 
cutting Hne jin ‘em. 

“When they spotted what had hap- 
pened to those machMme gun crews they 
saw their chance was up. They turned 
right about and ran, and they did run 
too! You see, they. weren't more than 
15 yards away when they turned, and J 
don’t think a single one of them got 
back to their bine again. They were 
all killed or wounded. Most of them 
were a brave lot of men. No squealing 
or hands-up business.

Feeding the Chicks 


A good method of feeding chicks is 
the following: Secure a clean board, 
nail on strips to project an inch above 
board on sides and ends. Feed 2-3 
rolled oats or oat meal, rubbed up fine, 
and 1-3 soft wheat bran, placed on 
feeding board, with jight sprinkling 
of fine charcoal and clean coarse sand 
or fine chick grit. We prefer the clean 
coarse sand for the first week. This 
should be fed four or five times per 
day and only a small quantity fed each 
time. Remove the feeding board after 
each feeding. The sand or. grit is 
given with the first feed and none be- 
fore. Don't use the grit too freely until 
the chicks are at least 10 days or two 
weeks old, then it can be placed in a 
hopper so they may help themselves. 
Continue sprinkling a litle bit in the 
feed each day for awhile. Fresh water 
is also placed before them at the same 
time the first feed is given, or you 
may use sour milk of buttermilk, but 
be sure the water is there in some 
form. : 

After chicks are four or five days 
begin to add a little commercial 
chick feed or finely cracked corn and 
cracked wheat to the above mixture 
Gradually increase this until the rolled 
oats and bran are eliminated from the 
first or grain feed, then the rolled oats 


fully matured by the time winter sets 
in

Mating Barred Rocks 


Double mating is necessary to get 
Barred Rocks of the proper color in 
both sexes.

To correct that a male of the correct 
standard shade of color (exhibition 
color) is mated with females which 
are too @ark for exhibition but have 
been bred from a line producing cor- 
rectly colored males. From 
mating the males are of the right color, 
the females too dark, but useful to breed 
more males. For females, standard 
color females are mated to a male 
which is much too light, but which has 
come from a family which produces 
females. From such a mating 
the males are too light for exhibition, 
but useful for breding more females, 
while the females are of the right 
color.

ON THE MOVE 


(By Capt. Pollard) 

When the front Hne of an army 
moves fback for any considerable dis- 
tamce all the complicated mechanism 
of supply, signals and communications 
that lies behind the front has to move 
back as well. In the old days, when 
armies were small and the supporting 
mechanism comparatively simple, the 


to move back ten miles or so in a day. 

dven more important is the actual 
nerve system communicating with the 
brain of the army itself. If the battle- 
line is faHing back, brigade, division, 
corps and army headquarters also 
must retire, but there must be no 
break in their continuity throughout 
their movements. That is to say, the 
staff must move to new habitations, 
but must keep in touch with everything 
while moving, so that the. new head- 
quarters is established and in working 
order before the old one is relin- 
quished. In point of actual fact every- 
body and everything has to move, and 
every single unit has to know where it 
has to move to and what route it has 
to follow in order to get there. In the 
event of the retirement being con- 
ducted over a large stretch of ground 
and on several successive days, it re- 
quires the highest ability on the part 
of, the staff to carry out the with- 
drawal; for fresh orders have to be is- 
sued to each one and everything, lest 
an orderly retirement should degener- 
ate into confusion and rout. 

Orders are usually prepared in ad- 
vance, and in the event of necessity 
theawhole operation goes through auto- 
matically—provided that the work has 
been well done and the foresight of 
the staff has been adequate. A success- 
ful retirement is admittedly a vastly

In these times the work 
of the A.S.C, and the R.A.M.C., the 
Labour companies and all the units 
whose work is nominally non-com- 
batant, is as vital as that of the front 
line, and indeed the risks are but little 
less. Later, when the true story of 
the British withdrawal comes to be 
written, we shall hear tales that will 
add much glory to those services.

Over five miles to ten miles, sixty 
days supply. .
